(Jalvani/.atioii juoduces a ralher 
strong sensiilion of burning, lull al 
the saints lime, the pain from lh(> 
sling disappeai's, and if the electri- 
city is applied very soon after the 
wonnil hiis heen intlided, there is 
littb> or no swelling. Thei'urrenl, 
iiowTver, does exctdleni service, 
even if it be n«d appli»>d until afler 
some lime has elapsetl, for it 
ri'inoves the pain and iilso <|nickly 
retiueivs the swelling. The sup|Misi- 
liou is that the poison, which the 
insect has injected through tin* 
skin, is neiilrali/.ed and rendereti 
innocuous by the eurrenl. 

Dr. Kriedliinder has reyH^aleilly 
matle experiments' of this kind on 
per.son.s who ha\t^ heen stiing by 
l»eos iiiid wasj^s, and has invariiiiily 
found lliem successful. He natur- 
ally believes that a similar result 
would be obliiinod in the cases of 
pernons stung by other insects.

The attention of those who are in 
chiirge of ihstitntions for the •''oaf 
in this counlry has rect>nlly been 
directed lo an instrument invented 
by Miller K"esi> Hutchinson, for- 
merly of Mobile, Ala., but at piv- 
sent slaying in lliis city. The ob- 
ject of his apparaliis is lo ilid the 
deaf lo liciir, iind thus prmnoto 
siieeeh anil educaliim. It wiis long 
iiiro dcmonstraled tliiit mo.st of 
those who are ciill<>d dumb itre 
speiH'hIess not because of any tle- 
fcci in their vocal organs but be- 
cause they <lo not know what 
sound is. Of late years it has 
Ix^en common to tiiiin peoide who 
are iib.solutely dciif lo speak, al- 
tlioiigli Iheir inabilily lo hear 
niiikes it ditlieiill to leach them how- 
to iicqnirt* ji pleasant tone of v<d<;e. 
Thor<> is a giowiiig belief among 
exiieris thill deafness is largely a 
matter of degree, and is nirely coin- 
plde. Mr. iliiltdiinson is probab- 
ly loo hopeful when he siiys lliiit 
he expects to lo able b> help every 
one who has I rouble in heiiring, bnl 
experimeiiis made with the "akon- 
liillion " iu.Jicale that he has lound 
a wjiy lo iissist a numtier of poisons 
who have lieeii regiirded as ulterly 
incapable of lh«< sensation of sound. 
It is il little loo soon to indulge in 
diiloe in stiilistlys as yd, but til- 
roiidy his invention has done 
enough lo entitle it to a ciirelul 
consideration. 

Ill its simplest form Mr, Mulcliin- 
son's ilevicc is ii cup-shaped re- 
eeivor which is held at one ear by 
the listtMUM-. Me does not ciire to 
explain the inner nn>chanism nor 
the underlying principle of :i. Hut 
a sniiill ("leclric battel y, which can 
easily be ciirri«><l in the pocket oul 
of •■iiihl, is conncded willi il, and 
suggesis thill in some respods the 
const ruction iind ojieralion reseni- 
iilo those of a lelej>hone. The enp 
ill the ear is virimklly a tiansmittei 
and receiver in one. Ordinarily a 
pel-son who is using Ihe akoulallion 
sils al a dislance of Umi, tifleen or 
twenty feet awiiy from thespoiiker, 
singer or p'M-former to whom ho is 
listening, jind gets along wilhoul 
cminecMng wires. 

There are circumstances, iiow- 
ever, iimlor which il becomes de- 
sii'iibh^ lo inlroduce such wires be- 
tw-een sjieiiker smd listener. In 
certain kimlsof instruction in an 
institution whore a number of «loaf 
persons jire being taught simiilliin- 
eously in eliMnenlary iilteriince il is 
important that the pupil hear only 
his loiKdier and be {irevenled frtun 
hoiiring tlH> imporferi and niislcatl- 
ing speech of his fellows. In w'i>rk 
of this sort Mr. Iintchiu.Hon pro- 
vides a portable Iriinsmitler, like ;i 
desk telephone, for Ihe inslrudor, 
and runs ;i sd id' wires from it lo 
llie headpiece of Ihe audiloi-s. The 
lit>adpioce is merely a light aliimin- 
iini support for two rieejvers, one 
ill each ojir, like that used by the 
tel(>plu>ne girls in a central oflitM'. 

One of Ihe most novel foiituresof 
Mr. Mnlcliinson's ap]>ariitiis is that 
il I'tiu be it'gulated to suit the sen- 
sitiveness of Ihe listener's ear ami 
the inteiisiiy of the sound that is 
to bo ooiiveyed. Whiil would be 
the righl iidjuslmenl for one |xm- 
,soii would not suit iinolher, and 
lo caU'h SI subdued eonvorstitional 
iitleraiiee one would need a ditTer- 
eut selling from Ihal retjuirod Im- 
ii brass band. 'I'he user, I hen, 
viirios llit> sensitiveiie.ss <d' Ihe re- 
ceiver very innch as one would 
focus his operii glass al a llu'atrc. 
Upon the ciu-ivet adaption of the 
iiislrumeiil to Ihe 4M)ndiiion of the 
pjvrlii'uhir peivson who employs it — 
an easy niiitler, liowe\er — thi" siie- 
i-ess (d' the experiment deiMMuls 
largidy. 

Careful tests by oculists have 
shown Ihal in most pet^ple the focal 
length of the natural lenses of the 
right eye is a Iritle hmger, givater 
or le.ss tluin Ihiit of Ihe U'ft.

From Brooklyn conies the news 
that another of l-'anwood's pi'omin- 
eiit graduates has entered into 
eternal rest. Frank Turner di(>d 
of hemorrhage of the lungs, at a 
private .sivntaiium in Brooklyn, at 
4 A.M., Sunday, .luly 3d, after 
three weeks illness. At the aye of 
twenty-six, in the Hush of manh(H)(l, 
Death (d.-iimed him for iis own. 

Fewdf us here knew of his ill- 
ness and those who did considered 
it as not serious. The occasional 
reports that i-eaehed us gave us 
hope for the best. Therefore the 
sad news came as a shock to us, for 
few have been held in higher es- 
teem than Frank Turner, for his 
manly niialides and loyal character 
both at school and after graduation. 

Frank was a congential deaf- 
mute and ;»t an early age entered 
Fanwood as a pupil. Always 
courteous and obedient to his sup- 
eriors, he showed Ironi (lie star( an 
eariies(- (>ndeavor in all his work 
and giadii.illy rose from (dass to 
class till he was promoted t.o the 
High Class, then under the instruc- 
tion of Principal Currier. Having 
reacheil (his goal his iMideavors did 
not cea.'fl", and he eipialled, if uot 
(>xcellcd in acconipli.shments, the 
lirightest semi-mule. He was a 
member of tlie Protean Society, the 
leading cluss society at Fanwood, 
when it was first organized in 
.lauuary, 1890. His zeal in the 
undertakings of the organi/jidon as 
well as his popularity, had much to 
do with his election as president of 
the society in 18H1. Besides this, 
he Indd olhei positions outside of 
theso(dety, which were considered 
high honors. 

He was a devoted athlete, and 
held the records of several eveiils, 
among them jiole vaulting, whi<di 
have not lieen (>ipialled Ity our |>re- 
sen( generation of athl('t(>s in this 
Institution or any other .s<diools f(U" 
the deaf, and snrjiassed by onlj' 
few universities and colleges in 

t lif < oniilrv. 

During his jiupilage at Fanwood 
lit> was under Mr. Hodgson's in 
strnction in the printing oltice and 
ajiplied him.stdf diligently to master 
his trade. Mr. Hodgson iiMiiem 
bers him as one whose faithful ef 
fort could not fail to insmt^ his 
suci'ess in life. 

In 18;t*i he graduated with high 
hiHiors. Struck out for him.self. 
and after some (>xperienee in one or 
two other lines of liusiness, secured 
a position on the oflBeial organ of 
the Volunteei-s of America, which 
he retained till failing health forced 
him to leav«> his work about three 
weeks before his death. 

He was married to Miss Ella F. 
Taylor, also ji graduate of Fan- 
wood. A little daughter, now two 
yeai-s old, came t^' i.i4>w.; tlieir 
union.
